February was an odd month in sov- 
eral respects. It in the first place had an 
odd number of days, owing to its leap- 
year distinction. It had an odd numlier 
of Sundays— five — which is very odd 
lor the sbdrtesfc; month^i^in' tha; year. 
It began^on Sunday and ended on Sun- 
day, which is also odd. The five Sun- 
days correspond in date with tho five 
Sundays in next August, which is odd 
again. It is said tliat no one now liv- 
ing will ever see another February so 
<>dd!j5M&wiUitheir;children,''nor>-tbeir 
children's children— auflSoient in itself 
to make the month interesting. Many 
old BupersCitirins are associated with 
the month, which originally had 29 
days among tho Romans in an ordin- 
ary year. When the Roman Senate, 
however, decreed that the eighth 
month should be named after tho Em- 
peror Augustus, one day was taken 
from February and bestowed on 'Au-" 
gust, giving it 31 days, in order that 
it might not bo inferior to July, called 
after Julius Cajsar. February was the 
month of purification, from februum, 
during which the Lupercalia, orFebru- 
alia, were celebrated,' the festival be- 
ginning the 16th '.aiid 'cerebrated an- 
nually. Luperculus, or Februus, was 
the God of fertility, whose appropriate 
sacrifices were dogs and goats. After 
tho oflering, two youths, pntrician.s, 
wero conducted to the altar, when one 
of.the.priests~:touohsd their- foreheads 
with a sword dipped in the blood of 
the victims, and another priest washed 
off tho stain with the -^--'ool soaked in 
milk. Then the priests sat down to a 
feast at which wine was bountifully 
furnished. After rising from the 
board they cut the skins of the sacri- 
ficed goats in pieces, and, covered with 
some of these, parts of their bodies, in 
imitation of tlie deity, represented as 
half clad in goat skins. With the othei" 
pieces, converted into thongs, they ran 
through the streets, striking everybody 
they met, particularly women, who 
bourted*ihe'blow; from tho belief that 
it averted (Stjerilitv aqd the pains of tra-

Fraser. This ia tho loth of March. Tho 
days are cold and the nights bright and 
very 'cold. Tho winter ni;ty la.st three 
weeks longer and then thoro in no chance 
for the renniiint of live stock. The oldest 
Indiiin never saw .such a toiTiblo winter 
as this has been. In many places the 
dead bodies of tho doer have been found 
standing in the forest frozen stiff. The 
^boi}tiding> deer turned into a lump of ice 
and the starving Indian trying to cut a 
venison steak with an axe would make a 
picture of life in northern latitudes very 
interesting to these wlio spend their lives 
in well aired rooms. Those who ought to 
know say tho Indians aro in a savage mood 
and will bo>vory wicked if they do not get 
the rland this spring^ I j They are in a miser- 
ablo"'condition. It is an not of uliarity for 
you to aid theiu by urging tho Govorn- 
ment to givo them assistance.

Mansell moved that permission 
bo granted the Chinese to purchase four 
burial lots at Ross Baj' Cemetery for tho 
erection of a wall enclosing a space where- 
in to burn paper used by them at -their 
funerals; provided that the work bounder 
tho supervision of tho Cemetery Coni- 
mitteo. 

Coun Boyd would much rather see tho 
Chinese purchaso a few acres of land and 
havo a burial ground entirely distinct 
from Ross 'Bay Cemetery. If the resolu- 
tion passed the nrat thing thoy would hear 
of would bo the burning of dead bodies 
within the enclosed space. It was well 
known that bodies had been cremated in 
tho old cemetery at 10 o'clock at night. 

Coun. Shakespeare also opposed tho 
resolution, which was carried by a voto of 
5 to 2. 

THE liLAND KAILWAY. 

His Worship called attention to tha re- 
lations existing between tho city and the 
Dominior. Government on railway, mat- 
ters. He briefly refeWd -to 'the'' Oiirnar- 
vori terms and alluded-fo' the fact that 
under them the Dominion Government 
had solemnly agreed to expend §2,000,- 
000 per annum on railway conatruction 
and build the llflland railway.

Although it was now an- 
nounced tliat railway conatruction will bo 
prosecuted, on .the I^Iainland and that n 
inUlion^^g^^^-willlb^ l%xpieh^edl (t^s 
year, no mention was made of tfio'Tsland 
railway. Tho reservation of tho land 
bolt still existed, much to the dotriniont 
of the whole Island and especially to this 
city, because settlomont was retarded by 
it. Tho ti uostion was : "What ought to 
bo dono ?' Tho matter was one of vital 
importance to the community and he 
thought it tho duty of the Council to send 
in a momorial to tho local Government 
requesting them to demand the Island's 
rights, ft might bo said that tho Do- 
minion Qovornmont, having shown an 
earnest of good faith, should not bo 
troubled too much at tho present moment. 
But it would not do to let tho Island 
railway lapse and without any wish to in- 
jure tho Dominion Government ho 
thought they should bo reminded of their 
solemn pledjjO, so that they might acknow- 
ledge our just claims and agree to carry 
out tho work at any rate next year. Ho 
would thoroforo suggest .thOj appointment 
offa-iCpmniiwee tbl'diftw iipl a' momorial to 
the local covernment asking them to urge 
Canada to carry out a contract from 
which sho has no more right to escape 
than a business firm from an undertaking. 

^Ooun, McLean approved of tho Mayor's 
remarks and moved that a committoo bo 
appointed to act with his Worship in 
drawing up a memorial. 

Coun. Boyd thought it would bo wise 
to communicate with Nanaimo Town 
Council and ascertain their views on tho 
matter. As for liimsolf, he was in favor 
of separation from Canada and he was in- 
clined to think that tho meeting of the 
local liouso had boon intentionally delay- 
ed so that it might bo said tho Dominion 
House had risen and therefore no action 
on tho separation quostion could bo taken 
this year. 

Coun. Shakespeare was of opinion tho 
timo had arrived when a firm stand should 
bo taken and would therefore second the 

motion. 

The motion was thon put and carried 
and a committoo cnn.^isting of his Wor- 
ship, and Couns. McLean, Sliakospoaro 
and Boyd was appointed to draft tho 
moniprial, a copy of wliich is to bo for- 
warded to Sir ifohri A.' Macdonald and 
Him^Mr. DoOosro.'s. 

Tho Council thon adjourned.

Ho, however, dccHnod and about 
11 o'clock ho was noticod by people' ,P''^S3- 
ing the'resti»'uiraijt^;tifjbS.'siti^^ 
in front of the sio'vb "with'his back to tho 
window and resting his head in his hands. 
Two hours later Officer Lindsay and 
special Officer Ogilvio noticing that tho 
gas was still burning in tho restaurant, 
went thoro and found tho deceased sitting 
in tho same position, but his head was 
thon resting on his breast. Officer Ogilvio 
mado sovor.al .attempts to arouse him and 
at last succeeded, when tho deceased ex- 
pressed surprise at tho lateness of tho 
hour. In a somewhat incoherent manner 
ho invited tho officers to take something 
to drink and after that tho oflicora assisted 
him to turn out somo of tho lights, in- 
quired if tho back doors wore locked and 
thon loft tho premises. Twenty minutes 
later tho placo was observed to bo in 
total darkness and all tho front doors 
locked as usual. Y'ostorday morning 
when tho cook went to his work groans 
wero hoard coming from a small apart- 
ment at the rear of tho restaurant, in 
which tho deceased occasionally slopt. 
An entranco having boon effected to tho 
room tho deceased was discovered in bod 
in a speechless condition and evidently 
dying. Although everything was done to 
revive him, and medijcal assistance^ was at 
once sent for, ho novor rallied, b'ut^ short- 
ly after 8 o'clock passed quiet'y away a vic- 
tim to heart disease. Tho ducoased first 
came to this Province v.'ith the rush from 
California in 1858, but like many others 
left shortly afterwards. Possessing a 
liking for tho country, lipwover, ho re- 
turned to it in 1862 and established .him- 
self in tho grocery biisihoss'on tho corner 
of Yates and Douglas streets. Two years 
later ho sold out and removed to premises 
on Johnson atroot whoro ho wont into 
tho cofleo and spice trade. In 1873 he 
took a trip to Chili, returning again in 
1875, whon ho opened tho Metropolitan, 
conducting it to the hour of his death,,. He 
was a man of good education and posse.ssod 
a great lovo for music. Ho was an ac- 
complished violinist and in early days in 
California frequently mado §30 a night by 
playing at concerts. Ho was an honorary 
monibor of Victoria-Columbia Lodge 
A. F. & A. M., a mombor of Victoria 
LodgOj'No. 1, 1. O. 0. P., and belonged 
to tho Pioneer Society of .this city. He 
was born at Novar.a, Lombardy, in De- 
cember, 1828, and was consequently in 
his fifty-second year.

MUNICIPAL. 

A BYLAW 

TO FURTHER AMEND THE POUND, BY- 
LAW, 1878. 

WHEREAS it is expedient io further 
amend the City Pound Bylaxoi 

BE IT ENACTED BY^;TE[E^;fMAYOR 
and Councillo|tfpf.tlio 
03 follows:-^'"'' f . ■■' 

Notwitlistanding'ariything contsiihcd in 
tho Victoria City Pound Bylaw; 1878, it 
shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil, by such person as they shall by roao- 
lution appoint, upon tho .ipplication of 
any person residing within tho City of 
Victoria and owning or keeping within 
tho limits of tho said City a dog or dogs, 
to issue to such poraon a license entitling 
such person to permit his dog or dogs to 
run at largo within tho limits of tho City 
of Victoria aforesaid. Such license shall bo 
granted so as to torminato on the thirty- 
tirat day of Decoiribor in oaoh and ovory 
year, and shall bo issued to such poi-sou 
on payment by him of tho sum nf twd 
dollars. 

2. It shall bo the duty of tho Collector, 
or other oflicor or servant of tho Corpora- 
tion duly authorized by resolution for 
that purpose, on issuing tho said license 
to register in a book to bo kept for tliat 
purpose a description of tho dog in ro- 
spect of whicli such licon.so shall bo grant- 
ed and tho name of tho porson to whom 
such license shall bo delivered. And tho 
officer or servant of tho Corporation issu- 
ing such license shall at the samo tiiiio 
dolivor to tho applicant therefor a motal 
badge or tag stamped with tho year in 
which such badge or tag shall bo issuodand a 
number corresponding with tho number 
of the record of tho issue of tho liconao 
issued in respect of such dog. 

3. The owner or koopor of any dog in 
rospoct of which such license shall bo 
issued as aforesaid shall cause a collar to 
bo constantly worn by such dog, with tho 
motal badgo or tag mentioned in section 
two of this Bylaw attached thereto. 

■1. No dog shall bo permitted to go at 
largo in tho City cf Victoria unless such 
dog shall woar a ma al badgo or tag to be 
used under tho provisions of this Bylaw, 
and in case any dog shall be found lobao 
or going at largo as aforesaid contrary to 
tho provisions of this Bvlaw tho owner or 
keeper of such dog shall forfeit and pay a 
fine or penalty of not more than twenty 
dollars, to ho rooovorod in the manner 
provided for in the tenth section of "Tho 
Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879. " 

And hotwithBt&nding thd impositiph of 
any fine under tho provisions o{ 'this By- 
law, such dog shall be liable to be im- 
pounded nnd dealt with in all respects in 
tho samo manner as if this Bylaw had not 
been paaaed. 

5. On complaint being made to tho 
Collector of Taxes of tho City of Victoria 
of any dog kept within tho City limits 
habitually disturbing the quiet of any 
person or persons whomsoever by bark- 
ing or howlinif, or endangering tho safety 
of any person by biting or otherwise, tho 
Collector of Taxes pn auch complaint shall 
issuo cr causo to bo isstied" 'notice of stich 
complaint to tho 'o^vnor or person k'oepiiig 
such dog) and shall causo such 'tierso.n'^ to 
remove or destroy such dog witniri' thrdo 
days after tho sorvioo of such notice upon 
such person. And if any per.son upon 
whom any such notice shall bo son'cd as 
aforesaid shall neglect to roniovo or de- 
stroy such dog within tho period limited 
in Buch notice, ho shall incur a penalty 
mot exceeding the sum of twenty dollars, 
to bo recovered by way of summary pro- 
ceedings before any Justico of tho Poaco 
having jurisdiction within tho City limits, 
and payment of any fine imposed under 
the provisiojis of this section may bo en- 
forced in tho mannor provided in tho tenth 
section of "Tho Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 
1879." 

Provided always that such Justico of 
tho Poaco shall bo satisfied by proper cvi- 
denco that such dog had in manner afore- 
said habitually disturbed the quiet of any 
person or persons in tho City or had en- 
dangered the safety of any person or per- 
sons in the said City by biting or other- 
wise. 

Tliis Bylaw shall bo read in connection 
with and foi;m part bf tho Victtiria, Oity 
Pound Bylaw, 1878, artd may bb cited for 
all purposes as tho Pound Bylaw Amend- 
ment Bylaw, 1880.
